3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 and 7, prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
fairly suggest the limitations of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S. C 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of 
all the claimed features as presented in independent claims, which at least include 
detecting optical invisible radiation using two or more ionizing radiation detectors for 
converting the ionizing radiation into signals, processing the signals to obtain 
stereoscopic data and displaying the stereoscopic data directly to an user's eye s in the 
form of optically visible radiation superimposed on a view of the environment so that a 
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user can obtain a stereoscopic 3D view of the radiation utilizing nature human stereo 
imaging as claimed.
